Nobody knows who Asst invented 
beads. 
Perhaps It was some primitive 
savage who found nuts or oak balls 
in the forest, drilled by the wood worm, 
and threaded them together ou a stalk 
of grass. 
Anything aud everything 
With a hole In it served at tho begin­ 
ning for 
beads—cowrie shells, 
fish 
teeth, claws of beasts, striped and 
spotted seeds and tile Uke. 
But th* 
great age of beads began with the ii* 
vention of glass, and the Egyptian*, 
Carthagluians and Phoenicians gener­ 
ally were skilled craftsmen at bead- 
making. 
Their methods were much 
the same as may be seen today in 
Venice or any other chief seat of th# 
art. 
It would astonish many new w e a re r 
of beads to learn how Immense is their 
production and how wide their dis­ 
tribution. 
Venice alone has long been 
accustomed to send forth every tor 
years 320,000 quintals of beads, worth 
65.0(H) lire, and in many other sputa 
a steady manufacture is always pro­ 
ceeding to supply the Insatiable de­ 
mands of Zanzibar. 
The dusky belle 
must have her ornaments substantial, 
ainee they will pass through many a 
rude proof in cave and kraal. 
And 
your well made venetian bead will 
practically last forever, unchanged in 
beauty. There must be plenty of beads 
worn at this day iii Africa which wer« 
left there by tho traders of Klug Solo 
mon. who trafficked to Ophir, or thor# 
more daring mariners of Tyre and ftk 
dou who sailed for trade to tile la*,* 
af Punt and perhaps even to the Zuv

The Democratic state platform de 
bounces

claiming credit on account of the re­ 
duction of the state debt. and declares 
that this reduction ha* been effected 
as the result of a tax law enacted by 
a Democratic state legislature. Au ex­ 
amination of the record reveals the 
utter indefensibility oi tills position. 
Democratic officers had charge of the 
fiscal affairs of the state for two years 
after the state begall to derive the in­ 
creased revenues resulting from the 
new tax law, and were unable, if they 
were willing, to begin to wipe out that 
monument to their own methods of 
financiet ing, the state debt. 
When the Republican financial offi­ 
ce, rs went cut of office in January, 
ISO I, they left the debt at $8,056,615.12, 
At the i nd of that fiscal year the 
Bemeet ate ha i lie-reused it to $8,540.- 
615.12. 
At the close of th ' next fiscal 
year i* w a ' the $ 
* 
b ■> :r re a • ■ tie­ 
ing due to looney borrowed lur cur­ 
rent expenses, notwithstanding 
the 
now tax law added to the revenues of 
the state $ 1.419,778 in 1891, and f u ­ 
lfil,197 in 1892. 
Thus in two years 
they had un increase of revenue of 
$2,830,975 and no reduction of debt 
until 1893, at tho end of which fiscal 
year the debt was $8,006,615.12, a re­ 
duction of only $340,000 from what it 
was the year before and the year pre­ 
ceding that. 
From the debt of 1890 there was a 
reduction of only $50,000. Democratic 
state officials paid just $50,000 more 
than the sum by which they had in­ 
creased the debt, when the state reve­ 
nues were millions more than they 
were under their predecessors. 
When the fiscal year of 1894 was 
closed. Democratic state officials had 
paid on the debt $570,000 additional, 
or since taking charge in 1891, in all 
$910,000. That put the debt at $7,436,- 
615.12. That amount was $020,000 less 
than the debt the Republicans left and 
$910,000 less than the debt was after 
the Democrats had increased it. They 
paid $100,000 more in January. 1895. 
The total of $1,300.00 reduction of 
state debt by Democrats will bear the 
following analysis: 
In 1893 there was paid $80,000 on the 
original debt and $290,000 borrowed by 
Democrats. 
Total, $310,000. 
In 1894 there was paid $570,000. 
In January, 1895, there was paid 
$400,000. 
In these years of Democratic finan­ 
ciering, with the two preceding, 1891 
and 1892, when the Democrats increas­ 
ed the debt, the revenues of the state 
were, on account of the new tax law. 
$4,48fi.928 more than they had ever 
been. In addition to this they had the 
use of $578,224 sinking fund, created 
for the sole purpose of paying the 
debt. 
In all they had at command 
$5,000,000 in excess of revenues and 
sinking fund with which to reduce the 
debt. 
But out of this vast sum they 
used for that purpose only $580,000, 
the greater part of $1,300,000 state 
debt reduction by them being made 
with money paid the state by the gen­ 
eral government for equipping troops 
during the civil war. 
Alongside this record place that of 
the era of Republican management 
which has succeeded. 
Here are some 
of the results: 
The state debt reduced $3,643,000, 
with payments this year which will 
bring the total debt-reduction 
well 
toward $5,000,000 
an average debt- 
paring of considerably more than a 
half million dollars a year. 
An annual saving of interest pay­ 
ments 
to 
the 
people 
of 
Indiana 
amounting to $110,000 a year. 
A million and a half dollars spent 
in enlargement and improvement of 
state Institutions. 
A saving of millions of dollars to the 
people through county and state fee 
and salary laws. 
A substantial reduction of the tax 
levy. 
How has this result been brought 
about? 
Not by haphazard. 
Even an 
increase in the iuconio of an individual 
or a state does not necessarily mean 


a decrease in the debts of an individ­ 
ual or a state. Money is saved at the 
point where it goes out, not at the 
place where it comes in. 
In Indiana 
tho saving has been effected by the 
establishment 
and 
maintenance 
of 
strict business methods in state insti­ 
tutions, Including a merit system of 
appointments; competitive bids In the j 
purchase pf all supplies: a system of 


accounting which renders dishonest 
administration impossible; and strict 
methods of supervision.

Tho num ber of birds that go to the j 
arctic regions to breed is vast beyond 
conception. 
They go not by thou­ 
sands, but by tons and hundreds of 
thousands, and because nowhere else 
in the world does nature provide at 
th*' same tim e and in the same place 
snob a lavish prodigality of food. 
The vegetation consists of cranberry, 1 
cloudberry and erowberry bushes, and 
these, forced by tho perpetual sun­ 
shine of Hie arctic summer, boar enor­ 
mous crops of fruit. 
Hut the crop is 
not ripe until the middle and end of 
the arctic summer, and if the fruit cat I 
lug birds had to w ait until it was ripe 
they would starve in tile meantime, so 
they arrive on the very day of the 
melting of the snow. 
Hut each year the snow descends on 
an immense crop of ripe fruit before 
tUt' birds have time to gather it. It is 
thus preserved perfectly fresh and 
pure, and the melting of the snow dis­ 
closes the bushes, with the uneonsuni- j 
cd last year’s crop hanging on them 
i r lying, ready to be eaten, on tho 
ground. 
The frozen meal stretches across tho 
breadth < f northern Asia. 
It never 
decays and is accessible the moment 
Hie sui.av nu Its. The same heat which 
thaw s the fruit brings into being the 
most prolific insect life in the world— 
the mesquit > sw arm s on the tundra. 
No European can live there w ithout ii 
veil after the snow melts. 
The gun 
barrels are black 
with them, and 
clouds of them often obscure the sight. 
Thus tin* insect eating birds have 
• ally to open their mouths to till them 
with mosquitoes, and thus the pres 
once of sw arm s of cliff chaffs, pipia 
and the w agtails in this arctic region 
Iv accounted for.—lYarson’s.

tions. Thus nil peers of tile realm, ex­ 
cept those Irish peers who do not hap­ 
pen to have been elected for life to 
represent their order in the house of 
lords, are barred from the exercise of 
franchise. 
So. too, are police officials, 
high and low. 
They neither have a 
vote nor are they eligible. 
Ineligibility to parliam ent extends to 
the Anglican clergy, to Scottish Pres­ 
byterian m inisters and to tile Roman 
Catholic 
priesthood. 
Undischarged 
bankrupts and those convicted of fel­ 
ony and who have not completed their 
sentences and are merely freed on 
tickets of leave are likewise disquali­ 
f y from election to parliam ent. 
So, 
too, are young men under Hie age of 
twenty-one and persons who, having 
been judicially declared insane, have 
not been legally restored to their civic 
rights and privileges. 
Insanity, however, does not consti­ 
tute any disqualification in the case of 
the upper house of parliam ent.

It is a popular joke to say th at there 
ire but six horses lu Venice, four over 
the portico of St. M ark’s cathedral and 
tw o bronze anim als of heroic size, one 
bestrode by Victor Emmanuel and the 
other by General Colleone. Hut this is 
a 
mistake. 
There 
are 
four 
other 
horses, also of bronze, In the Church 
of St. John and St. Paul, and quite a 
number of plaster aud marble In the 
different public buildings, making alto­ 
gether at least fifteen or sixteen. Rus­ 
kin and other com petent critics have 
declared tile statue of Colleone to be 
the best equestrian monument ever 
cast in bronze. 
It was designed and 
cast by Andrea Verrocchio, painter, 
sculptor, jeweler, engraver, poet aud 
musician, a man of infinite genius, 
whose greatest fam e lies in the fact 
th a t he was the instructor of the great­ 
est artists of all ce n tu rie s-Michael 
Angelo, Raphael and Leonardo da Vin­ 
ci. The statue of Victor Emmanuel Is j 
not so highly thought of. 
The horses on the top of St. M ark’s I 
are fam ous and have had a trying ex-; 
perienee. They date back to the pro-1 
historic age and are supposed to be the I 
work of a Greek artist named I.ysslp-; 
pus and designed for a sculptured char­ 
iot. They were taken to Rome during J 
the empire and first used as ornam ents 
upon a trium phal arch erected by Nero 
and afterw ard by T rajan. 
The Em­ 
peror Constantine took them 
from 
Rome to Constantinople, where the 
Doge Dandoto seized them as loot and , 
brought them to Veuice. W hen Napo- j 
leon entered the city in 1797, he had 
them taken down from tile roof of the j 
cathedral and shipped them in wagons 
over the Alps to Paris. 
They served j 
as ornam ents upon the trium phal arch 
in the Place du Carrousel till 1815, j 
when Emperor Francis I. of Austria 
redeemed them, and they were repine- 
cd, at bis expense, where they now 
stand. 
These ponderous animals are 
of pure copper, and each weighs alinit 
two tons. They were formerly gilded, 
but the gold lins been worn off by the 
weather, and the verdigris which has 
accumulated upon tile copper gives 
thorn a ;icb green tin t—William E. Cur­ 
tis in Chicago Herald.

Two resolutions of censure on the 
president have been pussed, once by 
the senate and once by the house, on 1 
occasions when the hostile majority 
was not large enough either to pass 
measures over the president's veto ot 
tt> impeach him. 
The first was passed by the senate on 
March 28, 1834, censuring President 
Andrew Jackson for alleged violation 
of the constitution and laws by bis re 
moval of the government dej>osUs from 
the United States bank. The majority 
of the senate was opposed to Jackson 
ti) his war upon that bank, and this 
vote of censure was tile only thing 
ti ay c#uld do about it. 
Jackson pro 
toited against this resolution as a 
charge to answer which no opportunity 
could be afforded h'm. 
Tile senate re­ 
fused to receive the protest. 
Finally, 
on Jan. IU, 1837, the resolution of cen­ 
sure was expunged from the Journal 
of the senate. 
Tile second resolution of censure was 
in a report adopted by the house from 
the bottle committee to which Presi­ 
dent John Tyler’s message vetoing th* 
tariff bill of 1842 had been referred. 
This report censured the president foi 
alleged improper use of the veto power. 
Tyler protested against this, as Jack­ 
son had done before bim, but he had, 
as a member of the senate, voted 
against receiving Jackson’s 
protest, 
and in answer to his protest the bons* 
sent him a copy of the senate resolu­ 
tion on the former occasion.
